Rabies Message 


Control of rabies is a constant 
responsibility, stated Harold Van 
Coops, deputy health officer.~ It 
is a responsibility of the health 
department to see that puppies 
are not running loose, that dogs 
vaccinated and licensed, and 

that biting dogs are confined to 

rule out rabies, 
{| Due to constant vigilance there 


‘have been no human or canine 
rabies cases in Alameda County 
in the past five years, only spor- 
adic cases in skunks. 

Puppies don’t get a “take” 
from rabies vaccination until they
